2. Claims 1-8 and 1 1-13 are allowable since certain key features of the claimed invention 
are not taught or fairly suggested by the prior art. In claim 1 1, '' means for varying wavefront 
curvature of the exiting light based upon an aberration map" . The closest prior art, Kollin et al. 
(5,701,132) discloses a scanning display apparatus, however, either singularly or in combination, 
fails to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations obvious.
